Tempests Again Raging in 
the East. 


Pennsylvania Towns Visited by Hur- 
ricanes and Heavy Rains. 


An Appalling List of Deaths Caused 
by Lightning. 


An Illinols Cyclone Works Havoc in 


Several Piaces—Seven Persons 
Reported Killed at West- 
erly—Other Disasters.

PHILADELPHIA, July 17.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Severe windstorms, 
accompanied by heavy rain, thunder 
and lightning, passed over the city this 
evening. The wind blew a hurricane, 
and considerable damage was done to 
property. 

At Lansdale, Pa., a terrific thunder, 


rain and hailstorm flooded the streets 


to an impassable condition. John 
Clemmer’s barn was struck by light- 
ning and entirely consumed.

A WOMAN THE 


Albert Rasmus, a Hackdriver, Shot 
and Seriously Woundéd by A. 
Sin der, a Special Officer— 

The Shooter Captured,

At 9:80 last night a shocking affray 


took place on Spring street, between | 


Fourth and Fifth streets. The tragedy 
occurred on one of the blue cars, and 
the actors were A. Sinder, the shooter, 
and Albert Rasmus, who received a 
dose of hot lead in the throat. 
The two men,who have been enemies 
for over a year, happened to meet on 
the car, and before Rasmus, who 
was seated on one of the rear 
benches, had time to open his 
mouth Sinder drew a Kaliber 
pistol from his hip pocket, and plac- 
ing it a few inches from Rasmus’s right 
cheek, pulled the trigger. The bullet 
entered the throat, just below the 
lower jaw, and came out on the oppo- 
site side, passing through the wind- 
— Sinder at once eted his pis- 
tol and jumped from the car and made 
his escape down Fourth street. * 
Rasmus was brought to the police 
station, where his wound wes dressed 
by Dr. Morrison, who pronounced it 
—1 serious, but not necessarily 
atal. 
After the wound was dressed Ras- 
mus, who is au old hack-driver in this 
city, made the following statement: 
RASMUS’S STATEMENT. 
“Sinder and 1 have had trouble be- 


fore over my wife, whom Ire is after,. 


and I have warned him several times 
to keep away from her. never 
threatened him, more than to warn 
him to keep away from her, and I 
don’t know why he shot me tonight, 
except that he wants to get me out of 
the way so he can take my wife. No, 
* not have a chance to use my 
pistol. 
he drew bis pistol and fired. I was 
sitting down and he was standing up.“ 
SEARCHING FOR SINDER. t 
As soon as the shooting was re- 
ported at the police station several 
officers and detectives started out to 
fiud Sinder who is well known to the 
police, but up to 11 o’ciock-they had 
not succeeded in running bim down. 
Up to a short time ago he held the 
position of sexton at the Catholic Cem- 
etery and was sworn in as a special 
officer. He has always been consid- 
ered a quiet, well-behaved fellow. 
THE WOMAN. 
The woman over whom the shooting 
occurred used to work as a domestic 
for J. Marion Brooks. She and - Bas-. 
mus were married at Mr. Brooks’s res- 
idence two years anda half ago, and 
for a year they lived together bappily, 
but at that time she became dissatis- 
fied and left her husband. Mr, Brooks 
secured her a situation in à private 
house in Ventura, and for three 
months nothing more was heard of 
her. It seews, however, that she and 
her husband settled their differences for 
when she returned from Ventura, the 
went to living together again, but the 
soon qaarreled again, and fof the 
year they have not lived together. It 
about thie time chat Sinder begad 


was 
to pay marked attention to Mis. Ras- 
mus, and ber husband did all in his 
power to seperate them. 

A COLD-BLOODED PROROSITION. © 

It is generally believed that Sinder 
came to the conclusion that the 
woman could not get a divorce, so he 
decided to kill her husband and take 
his chances on making his esca 
That be shot to kill there is no doubt, 
but his hand was not quite as steady 
as it micht have been, and the bullet 
missed its mark by about one-eighth of 
an inch. 

The woman is working for a family 
on Sixteenth street named Rose, and 
will probably not know about her bus- 
band’s — until this morning. 
She is described as being a little 
freckle-faced thing, without any claims 
to beauty whatever, but she has suc- 
ceeded in getting two men firmly 
hooked, aud will now have a ehance to 
prepare for new conquests, — 

THE SHOOTER CAUGHT. 

Between 11 and 12 o’clock one of 
Lawson’s men discovered Siuder walk- 
ing on Broadway near First street. 
Capt. Peabody was notified, and in a 
few minutes had the would-be mur- 
derer under arrest. He was taken to 
the County Jail and locked up. He 
stated that he was on bis way to Pasa- 
dena, where he had friends, and in- 
tended to remain there for the night 
and await developments in the morn- 
ing papers. 

MRS. RASMUS. 

At 12:20 this morning Mrs. Rasmus 
was brought to the police station by a 
hack driver who succeeded in finding 
her. When she was told that ber hus- 
band had been shot by Sinder, she re- 
used to believe it and stated that 

Just 
after the shooting, Sinder rushed out 
to the house where Mrs. Rasmus is 
working. He remained a few minutes 


He acted strangely and was asked to 
leave the house. 

Shortly after that he returned and 
insisted on seeing the woman again. 
What he said to ber no one Knows, but 
it was evidently not 1 to 
bim for he immediately came down 
town and ran into the arms of Law- 
son’s detectives. 

When Mrs. Rasmus was asked to 
come to the police station to see her 
wounded husband she refused to leave 
the house. She said she was afraid of 
Sinder. Finally the hack driver who 
went after her offered to get an officer 
and then she consented to leave the 
house if the officer would promise to 
protect her from Sinder. : : 

At the station she was taken to her 
husband, and quite an affecting scene 
took place. She threw herseif on her 
husband and wept bitterly, declaring 
that she would a thousand times rather 
have received the bullet herself. She 
was so excited that she could not tell 
about the causes that led up to the 
shooting. She remained with her hus- 
band the rest of the night.

The Affair All the Talk on 
the Street. 


Rey dei THE OPINION OF THE PUBLIC. 


The Examination of Damron and 
Chadwick Continued Until Mon- 
day — Damron Asks for a 
Separate Hearing. 


The Lockwood-Damron - Chadwick 
forgery sensation was all the talk on 
the streets yesterday, and the reports 
of the affair, as published in the morn- 
ing papers, were eagerly read. The 
very peculiar features developed in the 
examination of Justice Lockwood, the 
small amount of money involved, and 
the many complications of the case 
were generally discussed. The dis- 
missal of the charge against Justice 
Lockwood, it was conceded, cleared 
him, so far as the law is concerned, but 
his friends were kept busy trying to 
explain the inconsistencies in his testi- 
mony and reconcile his contradictory 
statements in regard to the signatures 
on the note and check. 

With Messrs. Damron and Chadwick 
the case was different. Neither one 
had been examined, and their actions 
in the courtroom during the examina- 
tion of Justice Lockwood, especially 
the objections of Mr. Damrun to the 
introduction of evidence on the ground 
that it might tend to criminate him- 
self, and the refusal of Mr. Chadwick 
to answer questions in the absence of 
his attorney on the same grounds, were 
freely criticised in a manner anything 
but complimentary to those gentiemen, 
and, while their friends insisted that 
they would come out all right, all ad- 
mitted that at present their position 
was a very unenviable one. 

Numerous rumors were afloat during 
the morning about new and startling 
developments that were to come, but 
when traced down, no one seemed to 
have any exact or definite informa- 
tion, and, while apparently almost 
every one had heard of the rumored 
transactions, no one was willing to 
personally substantiate them, and 
while reporters could get any number 
of stories, and people seemed ready and 
willing to talk, it was only after pre- 
. their remarks with you must

One thing is certain, and that is that 
the affair has thoroughly aroused the 
people, and that nothing of recent 
occurrence has caused such general 
and widespread interest.

THE ASSEMBLY PROCEEDINGS, 


Will S. Monroe's Talk on “Tne Chiid 
We Teach’—Two Significant 
Lectures—The Evening En- 

tertainment. 


Lone Beacu, July 17.—[Corre- 
spondence of Tur TIMES. ] The attend- 
ance at the assembly exceeds all ex- 
pectations. The great crowds which 
throng the Tabernacle at every exer- 
cise makes the management feel that 
their efforts to afford a good pro- 
gramme are appreciated. 

The early morning devotional exer- 
cises are as well attended as ever, and 
that enthusiastic Christian, J. H. 
Weber, makes them very interesting. 

At 9 o’clock Mrs. Knight talked to 
the children of the kindergarten, mak- 
ing it into a kitchen garden“ for the 
little folks. 

Will S. Monroe talked at the teach- 
er's retreat on The Child We Teach.“ 
The lecturer claimed that every child 
bas all the germs of good, which only 
await developing and training. The 
child is not disobedient from a desire 
to be so, but because he has not the 
will power to control himself. 

The teacher is to develop the germs 
of food and in this way crowd out the 
evil. There is somewhere in the heart 
of the worst boy something that can 
be touched, and through which the 
boy may be saved. This something 
must be touched into life by the 
warmth of the teacher’s own heart. 
The cross, scolding teacher does more 
harm to the pupils than she does good 
with her instruction. 

If Dr. Young’s normal Bible class 
continues to grow in the same ratio 
for the next two days, the Tabernacle 
will be completely filled.

El Paso nine 
years ago was a little village of mud 
shanties, now a city of 12.000; within 
seventy years has been under five flags, 
Spanish, Mexican, Lone Star, Stars 
and Bars, and Stars and Stripes. Now 
it has one $20,000 and one $50,000 
schoolhouse, an $80,000 opera-house, 
a $100,000 courthouse, a $150,000 gov- 
ernment building, water works, gas 
works, electric lights, telephones, 
roaring furnaces, ico works of 60,000 
pounds per day—a modern city in nine 

dars. Just opposite, across the 
jorder, is Paso del Norte 


Faso del Norte one, and that built by 
Yankees. Pasd has had a boom, 
Paso del Norte a boomerang. We are 
in Mexico, rich old Mexico. Land of 
antiquity, ruin, perpetual summer, 
tual winter, wars, revolution, 
robbery, land of Montezuma and Cor- 
tez, land of untold millions of gold 
and silver, of awful poverty; land of 
old churches, grand cathedrals, bigo- 
try and sin; land of pulque and don- 
keys—its shape is that of a cornucopia 
the large end opening to the Un ted 
Btates to pour out its treasures and be 
filled. Ithas more business with the 
United States than with the whole 
world besides. Itis cursed with vast 
landed estates. Her government is 
i after that of this country. 
éxico is 3000 years behind the 
times. I find a thousand things there 
to remind me of Bible lands. I have 
visited Palestine three times, and 
when in Mexico feel as if I were trav- 
eling there. The country itself, with 
its bare hills, its verdureless mountains, 
its treeless plains, terraced slopes, its 
stony ground, its wretched highways, 
stone walls, cactus hedges, its scarcity 
of water and fuel, its dry and rainy 
seasons, wooden plows, loaded don- 
keys, clumsy carts, irrigated fields, 
shepherds watching flocks, oxen tread- 
ing grain, Boaz reaping bis harvest by 
hand sickle, Ruth gleaning in the fields, 
Rebecca at the well, women grind- 
ing corn, just as in the Holy Land. 
Mexico a mineral wonder, the chief 
Gen. Diaz is the 
Gen. Grant of that land—the hero of 
many adventures, revolutions, bat- 
tles; twice a prisoner, twice an exile; 
elected President in 76, againin 84, 
and had the constitution changed so 
that he could be elected again in ’88, 
and now is figuring to have it changed

Interesting Session of the Summer 
School—North Beach. 

SANTA Monica, July 17.—{Corre- 
spondence of THE Times.] Today's 
session at the summer school was a 
very interesting one, and the audience 
was very appreciative. Prof. Dickin- 
son spoke on the best methods of teach- 
ing the science of chemistry, stating 
that no branch of natural science can 
be studied from a book. Experiments 
are indispensible to a clear idea of the 
subject. Several simple illustrations 
were given, that are within the reach 
of every teacher. The*Professor made 
‘a strong point that the simple princi- 
ples of chemistry and natural philoso- 
phy should be taught im our primary 
grades. To succeed in the highest 
sense of the term it requires that the 
teacher shall be in the highest sense a 
first-class man or woman. 

Mrs. Rice took up modulation drill 
to accustom children to moving in dif- 
ferent scales. The main part of a 
teacher’s work is done in the first 
three years. Each pupil made his or 
her ewn metrenome with a string 
about a yard long to which a smail 
stone was attached, and was taught 
the use of it in keeping time. 

Prof. Dickinson gave a second lesson 
upon minerals, and pointed out the 
difference in form, hardness and origin 
of many common minerals. . 

Prof. Monroe will be present on Fri- 
day and will remain until the close of 
the work. He will give one or more 
lessons for the following two weeks.

OUR ARID LANDS. 

While the Senate is considering an 
appropriation for surveys of arid lands. 
dispatches from Washington announce 
that a gigantic scheme is on foot, 


involving the investment of millions of 


dollars in the reclamation of the arid 
lands of the Western States. It is 
announced that within a few days an 
Anglo-American company wil! be 
formed with a capital of $25,000,000 for 
the pur; ose of placing bonds—such as 
those of the California districts, 
especially those of San Diego and San 
Bernardino counties—for the purpose 
of investing in railways, canals and 
other enterprises calculated to 
develop the arid land region. It will 
be virtually an American construction 
company, which proposes to bind itself 
to construct irrigation works such as 
are now provided for in several of the 
California districts. It will take and 
plac® bonds for issuance. 

The organizer is said to be a western. 
man, well known on the Pacific Coast. 
The company will engage the services 
of one of the most prominent hydraulic 
engineers in the country. It also ex- 
pects to secure the services of econo- 
mists and writers to educate the busi- 
ness world and encourage investments 
in irrigating enterprises. On the Amer- 
ican side three of the best known pri- 
vate and national banks in New York 
city are enlisted in the enterprise, also 
three great trust companies—one in 
New York and two in the West.

Capitalists are just beginning to ap- 


preciate the immense openings for 
profit which there are in bringing 
water on to the fertile tracts of dry 
land which exist in this southwestern 
region—land which is comparatively 
valueless -without water, but which, 
with water, can readily be sold at from 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred 
and fifty dollars per acre; which, un- 
watered, offers a scanty pasturage for 
sheep, but, with water, yields, after a 
few years, areturn of as much as five 
hundred dollars an acre. There is no 
more sure and profitable investment in 
the world than this. While the capi- 
talist earns big profits for himself, be 
also creates wealth for the State, and 
gives others an opportunity to make a 
handsome living, if not a competence. 

In holding out every inducement to 


investors in this line, we should take. 


care, however, that wealthy corpora- 
tions do not secure control of large 
tracts of these lands and hold them 
for apeculatiom, in view of their rap- 
idly increasing value, thus locking 
them up and keeping them from those 
who are able and willing to make them 
blossom and yield a thousand fold. 
Our public lands open to settlement 
are rapidly disappearing. The arid 
lands needing irrigation are already 
the most important tracts of Govern- 
ment land left to the settler. To 
be made available, they need the magic 
touch of water, which, provided the 
Government will not undertake the 
job, can only be obtained through the 
aid of the capitalist. It is right that 
the capitalist shoula receive a hand- 
some return for his investment, but he 
must not be permitted to appropriate 
the oyster and give the general public 
the shells, as has too frequently been 
the case in land transactions. 

While upon this subject, we will call 
attention to an interesting speech on 
irrigation, delivered in the House by 
Gen. Vandever, and printed in Tue

OUR JUSTICES’ COURTS. 


A stranger who might have wan- 
dered into one of our justice’s courts 
on Wednesday afternoon would have 
been surprised, and would bave 
formed a curious idea of our local 
institutions, on @nding that no court 
was being held, for the reason that the 
Justice was under arrest on a charge 
of forgery. 

The Justice, together with an 


ex-State legislator and a real-estate 


man, all charged with the same offense, 
were brought that same after- 
noon before Justice Austin. Jus- 
Lockwood, one of the 
defendants, asked for a separate 
This was 


the Deputy District Attorney stated, 
there was no provision in law for it— 
under the stipulation that the defend- 
ants would raise no objection to the 
introduction of testimony “affecting 
avy or all of them, a stipulation which 
was at once and persistently violated. 
The request of the Deputy District 
Attorney for reasonable time in this 
important case was denied by 
Mr. Austin and, after a short 
examination, the prosecution being 
thus hampered, the defendant Lock- 
wood was promptly discharged by Mr. 
Austin for lack of evidence, which he 
—Austin—had refused to give the 
prosecution a chance to produce. 

The firmness with which Deputy 
District Atorney Hardesty main- 
tained the rights of the people 
in this case, against odds, was 
praiseworthy—all the more so, be- 
cause, as we understand, he was 
informed that such action on his part 
would be his political death. Such a 
death is far preferable to a life of venal 
subserviency. 

The remarkable action of Justice 
Austin will not tend to increase the 
regard in which the justices’ courts of 
Los Angeles are held among our citi- 
zens. It is very questionable whether 
they could be less esteemed than they 
are at present. When it is a common 
remark upon our streets, among law- 
yers as well as laymen, that our jus- 
tices’ courts are a “mass of corrup- 
tion;” when it is soberly asserted that 


decisions go by favor, not by evidence; 


when the private life of eteupants of; 
the bencn is made the subject of ribald 
witticisms; when the crowd of court 
retainers and hangers-on surpdaas the 
horse-leech in their bleeding of litt 
gants, itis time to call a halt; to de- 
mand reform. | 

These are serious words, but it is a 
serious question, in which unmistaka- 
ble language is demanded of selk- 
respecting, independent journals and 
citizens. It is time for a halt in this 
direction. It is time to demand re- 
form. 

The office of justice of the peace is 
by no means an unimportant one. 
On the contrary, as far as 
it affects nine-tenths of our 
citizens, it is of as great importance 
asis that of a superior judge. The 
justice has power over the liberty— 
nay, over the life—of accused persons. 
Upon his mere word a red-handed 
criminal may be set free. The man 
who occupies such a position should be 
sans peur et sans reproche. He should 
be above the range of vulgar 
criticism. The courts of justice 
are the last anchors which hold the 
ship of state from drifting upon the 
rocks of revolution and anarchy. 
When those anchors part—when the 
judicial ermine is trailed in the gutter 
—what have we to look to? ‘ 

The people have the remedy in them- 
selves. This is no partisan question. 
It is a question of good government, 
which should be dear alike to Demo- 
crat and Republican. Will the voters 
learn by experience? Will they take 
lesson to heart? 

We shall see.

Sr. Paul. (Minn.,) July 17.— [By the 
Associated Press.] At the Farmers’ 
Alliance and United Labor Convention 
this morning the first business was the 
réport of the committee on resolutions, 
which was adopted. 

It demands that the war turiff’’ be 
radically revised, especially denounc- 
ing the MeKinley bill as the “crowning 
infamy of protection.”

The afternoon session was exciting 
and there were expressions of bitter- 
ness, on the part of one faction of the 
alliance against the leaders of another, 
but the ticket finally nominated was 
supposed to be fully acceptable to all, 
although there are those who doubt 
this.

A Prominent Italian Denies That It 
is in Existence. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The House Commit- 
tee on Immigation today heard a state- 
ment by Dr. Verdi of this city, a na- 
tive of Italy, upon the subject of the 
padrone system. His statement is 
mainly in refutation of those made by 
preceding witnesses respecting the ex- 
istence of a system of Italian slave 
labor in this country. He has lived 
forty years in the United States, and 
never yet has found an Italian laborer

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IRRIGATION. 


Speech of Gen. Vandever in 
| the House. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE SUBJECT. 


— 


Larie Proportion of the Agriculture 
of the World Dependent on 
Irrigation—Government 
Aid Needed. 


_ The following speech was delivered 
by Gen. Vandever in the House of 
Representatives on June 13th, the 
Ilouse being in committee of the whole 
and baving under consideration the 
bill making appropriations for sundry 
civil expenses: 

A large proportion of the agriculture 
of the globe at the present day, estl- 
mated at two-thirds, is dependent upon 
artificial irrigation, wholly or in part, 
for its success, and not upon the un- 
certainties of rainfall. Cropping un- 
der rainfall alone is subject to contin- 
gencies that toa great extent are ob- 
viated by irrigation. To be | 
withhold or supply water to bis fields 
at willand to adapt the quantity to 
each particular product isa great ad- 
vantage that the irrigator possesses 
over the non-irrigator, even in coun- 
tries wbere in ordinary season the 
fruits of the soil may be produced by 
rainfall alope. 

India, China, Egypt, France, Spain, 
Italy, Australia, Chili and Peru are 
countries where irrigation is now, and 
has been for many centuries, relied 
upon as the chief aid to agriculture. 
But we need not go tothe far-off 
countries for illustrations of the bene- 
fits of irrigation; we havethem in our 
own country. 

Mountains attract and intercept the 
clouds, causing them to discharge their 

recious burden of rain and snow, to 

held in reserve and shed forth 
under the genial warmth of advancing 
spring when needed for the use of the 
husbandman on the plains below, 
whose fields are seldom reached by 
rain direct from the clouds. The in- 
genuity and skillof man, however, 18 
required to constrain and direct 
the water storage of the 
mountain, and 80 control its 
descent and distribution that every 
rt of the thirsty land may be re- 
reshed. The floods thus gathered 
from distant sources and dispersed 
over the land come not only with re- 
‘freshing moisture but bear also a 
wealth of material dissolved from the 
rocks and soil of the mountain that 
strengthens and invigorates the soil of 
the plain when brought in contact with 
it, saving the tiller the necessity of re- 
plenishing his lands by other means. 

When the benefits of irrigation come 
to be adequately apprehended, it will 
doubtless be applied with beneficial re- 
sults in regions where there is no de- 
ficiency of rainfall. Rain being free 
from mineral substances adds 
nothing beyond moistu to 
the land. Mountain water fer- 
tilizes wherever it goes. ‘Tens\ of 
thousands of acres in the district that 
I represent have been reclaimed within 
recent years from desert waste to fer- 
tility. Land ae. ten to fifteen . 
ago was regarded as comparatively 
worthless on account of its arid char- 
from deficiency of rain- 

in a high state of cul- 
tivation l the distribution of 
water upon it from neighboring 
sources, reclaimed land in many in- 
star.ces commanding 81000 per acre ia 
tracts ot from ten to forty acres. 

The vine, the olive, the orange and 
other products and fruits, as well as 
grains and grasses, stimulated by irri- 
gation, are produced in such abund- 
ance that families are enabled to live 
in comfort, and even affluence, trom 
the culture of small tracts. 

Arid lands have been defined to be 
those whereon the annual mean rain- 
fallin ordinary seasons is insufficient 
forthe production of crops without 
artificial aid. Even in regions where 
the mean rainfall is ordinarily suffi- 
cient, irrigation will stimulate to far 
greater and more certain production. 

Irrigation puts the floods and the 


rains under the husbandman's control 
and insures him against drouth. The 
in the mountains 
from winter rains and snows, being 
stored and retained, is drawn down to 


water accumulate 


the fields as needed, and is restrained 
when not needed. It is shown by ex- 
perience that irrigated land produces 
with more certainty and in greater 
abundance than non-irrigated land, 
even where the mean annual rainfall 
is suflicient to produce crops. Irriga- 
tion not only reclaims the land from 
an arid state, but constantly replen- 
ishes it. It is generally accounted that 
forty acres of irrigated land is more 
valuable than one hundred and sixty 
acres of non-irrigated land under fair 
average rainfall. Maj. Powell states 
that two-fifths of the total area of the 
United States, excluding Alaska, re- 


_ quires irrigation to reclaim it from 


barrenness and sterility. We may see 
from the results of associated and in- 
dividual enterprise in parts of South- 
ern California that water will trans- 
form desert wastes into fruitful fields, 
and that rainless regions hitherto 
marked upon our maps and regarded 
as desert can be reclaimed and made 
| — abodes for prosperous mil- 
ons. 

Reclamation and cultivation of arid 
land by irrigation is no new discovery; 
it is as old as human society. From the 
very beginnings of history the highest 
and most beneficial achievements of 


able tq 


ultimately come to own all the land 
tbh irrigate. : 

ost of the desirable agricultural 
land of the public domain has been 
sold, granted or given away by the 
Government. The demand for more 
land increases father than dimishes. 
This demand is not by the speculator, 
but by the people desirous of homes. 
To meet this demand in a measure it 
is proposed to oxpend millions in the 
extinguishment of Indian titles that 
new realms may be opened to settle- 
ment by white men and new States 
and commonwealths established to 
enhance the glory and add to the 
wealth and power of the Nation. 
When the last available acre has been 
wrested from the occupancy or claim 
of the Indian, the demand for more 
land will still remain unsatisfied. The 
only other resource for satisfying this 
demand is the arid wastes of the far 
West, now tenantless because rainless, 
but capable of reclamation and to be 
made habitable through irrigation by 
water now running to waste. 

How far the Government may exert 
its power in gathering and reserving 
water for the reclamation of lands it 
holds in trust for the people is a ques- 
tion that Congress must ultimately 
consider aud determine. One cubic 
foot of water per second, it is asserted, 
will irrigate 160 acres of land. How 
much water the mountains and 
streams flowing therefrom hold in 
reserve can only be approximately 
estimated. All combined, we know 
that they are sufficient for the reclama- 
tion of very large areas of what is now 
and must forever remain desert, unless 
fertilized by irrigation. 

Maj. Powell, of world-wide reputa- 
tion as learned in geological science, 
and who is also regarded as an author- 
ity on irrigation, states that more than 
100,000,000 acres of the public domain 
west of the one-hundredth meridian is 
incapable of cultivation unless irri- 
gated by artificial means, and he esti- 
mates the cost of 11 these lands 
at 810 per acre. These figures seem 
appalling— 51,000, 000.000 for irrigation. 
It must be recollected, however, that 
the Government is not expected to as- 
sume this burden, nor to provide the 
means for this enterprise, as it did for 
the building of the Pacitic railways. It 
may prepare the way with a view to 
the ultimate transfer of the whole en- 
terprise to States hereafter to be 
formed in the arid region. 

If at the outset of the plan of ap- 
propriating money from the public 
treasury to improve rivers and harbors 
and of appropriating money and land 
in aid of railroads and other public 
improvements, the aggregate expend- 
iture to the present time could have 
been estimated and stated, these en- 
terprises would probably never have 
been ugdertaken. 

In California, especially in the south- 
ern half of the State, irrigation is felt 


to be a vital question. In the Los An- 
geles land district, composed of San 
Diego, San Bernardino, Los Angeles, 


Kern and Ventura (with parts of Santa 
Barbara) counties, there is comprised 
13,156,000 acres of land subject to entr 
under the desert-land act, which will 
not, without artificial irrigation, pro- 
duce agricultural crops in ordinary 
yoars. More than halt the land in this 
district is of this character. 

The Register of the United States 
Land Office at Los Angeles reports the 
fact that 768 persons have made desert- 
land entries at his office, comprising 
833,181 acres, and mode the first pay- 
ment thereon of cents per 
acre, required under the law, but only 
twenty-three of these seven hundred 
and sixty-eight persons have proved 
up, the others finding it impracticable 
to reclaim the laud on account of lim- 
ited means and the prior appropria- 
tion dy other parties of the only ac- 
cessible water. These entremen, 
therefore, except twenty-three, aban- 
doned their entries and the Govern- 
ment keeps both the landand their 
money. 

I represent a district in which there 
are contained, as above stated, over 
thirteen million acresof arid land, 
located in the Mojave and Colorado 
deserts and in Antelope Valley, 
incapable of cultivation except 
by aid of irrigation, and possessing 
a most salubrious climate. Mountain 
chains overlook these arid: plains, 
whose summits attract the clouds and 
peer the region of perpetual snow. 

heir glistening snow-crests viewed 
from the plains below refresh us with 
the promise of abundant harvests if 
only the accumulated stores of moist- 
ure they hold congealed can be drawn 
down and distributed to the famished 


Much has been accomplished with- 
out Government aid through private 
enterprise. It is safe to say that 
nowhere in this broad land has irriga- 
tion been more successfully practiced 
and with better results than in South- 
ern California. It is no experiment 
there; it is accomplished fact. Hun- 
dreds of miles of canals and ditches 
are to be seen in this region conveying 
water to fields that a few years ago 
were desert and barren but are now 
marvelously fertile, furnishing wealth 
and comfort to the prosperous occu- 
pants. Dams and “reservoirs con- 
structed in mountain basins confine 
many millions of gallons of water, 
secured by the highest engineering 
skill and at great cost of money. It is 
no exaggeration to say that the irrigat- 
ing enterprises in San Bernardino, San 
Diego, and other counties in Southern 
California, are monuments of skill and 
enterprise that the country may well 
be proud of, and that can be referred 
to as absolute demonstrations of the 
eflicacy of irrigation. 

The mean annual rainfall on the Pa- 
cific Coast, though seeming to be 
abundant in the north, diminishes 
rapidly as you progress south. At 


engineering, skill and enterprise have Portland, Or., the annual rainfall ex- 


been employed in the construction of 
systems of irrigation to reclaim desert 
or semi-desert portions of the earth’s 
surface, as necessary for the suste- 
nance of the people and the preserva- 
tion of the stats. Visible tokens of 
this remain until this day in the val- 
leys of the Nile and the Euphrates as 
mementoes of the bold designs and 
successful accomplishments under an- 
cient monarchies of the East. Traces 
of the stupendous storage reservoirs 
they caused to be constructed and of 
the canals they excavated excite the 
admiration of the modern beholder 
and show that the wealth and 
power of these great empires 
were drawn from the bosom of the 
earth through the stimulating process 
of irrigation under the fostering care 
of the State. 

The immediate measure under con- 
sideration is an appropriation for the 
survey and selection of reservoir sites 
for the storage of the storm waters of 
the mountains and along the streams 
flowing therefrom, and to reserve these 
waters for use when needed by the 
en in the valleys and plains 

elow. What may be done in regard 
to the application and distribution of 
the water is for future consideration. 
If the sites for reservoirs in the moun- 
tains and at the sources of the streams 
are left to be appropriated by compa- 
nies or individuals commanding great 
aggregations of capital, the agricul- 
tural interests of the country may be 
rendered more than ever before sub- 
ject to the control of capitalists who, 
owning the supplies of water, can exact 
their own terms for its use, and may 


ceeds 50 inches; at San Francisco about 
half this amount, and at San Diego it 
is less than 10 inches.

DOGS AN EXPENSIVE LUXURY. 


Some of the Provisions of a New 
Borough Ordinance—Another 
Railroad Coming—The 
Plant Case. 


Owners of domestic animals will do 
well to post themselves on the pro- 
visions of ordinance 177, which was 
passed by City Council at its last meet- 
ing. The ordinance is lengthy and is 
subdivided into twenty sections. 

Section 1 provides for creating the 
office of poundmaster, to be appointed 
by the City Trustees and to receive in 
compensation for his services certain 
fees from the animals impounded, and 
in no case to become a charge against 
the city. 

It shall be the duty of the pound- 
master to have erected at his own ex- 
pense a suitable enclosure,to be known 
as the city pound. He shall give bond 
before entering upon. his duties, with 
— * or more sureties in the sum of 


Section 4 of the ordinance states that 
“It is hereby declared unlawful for any 
ox, bull, cow, horse, colt, jack, mule, 
calf, sheep, goat or hog, to run at large 
in the city of Pasadena, or to be pas- 
tured or herded, staked or tied in any 
of the streets, lanes, alleys, public 
square or other public ‘place belonging 
to or under the control of the city of 
Pasadena, and it shall be unlawful for 
any of said animals, or stock of any 
kind to be tied, staked or pastured 
upon any private property within the 
limits of said city of Pasadena, unless 
by consent of the owner or occupant of 
such property.” 

Any animal found out contrary to 
the provisions of the above section will 
be impounded. The owner will be no- 
tifled aud three notices will be posted 
in public places to the effect that un- 
less the animal is reclaimed it will be 
sold to the highest bidder on a speci- 
fied date. The owner can reclaim the 
animal any time prior to the sale by the 

ayment of costs and charges as fol- 
ows: Any horse, bull, ox, cow, jack, 
mule, steer or colt, $2 per head and 50 
cents per day for keeping; for any hog, 
sheep, goat or calf, $1 50 per bead and 
25 cents a day for keeping. If the ani- 
mal has been sold the owner is entitled 
to. receive the proceedsof the sale 
thereof, less the costs and charges 
aforesaid, within thirty days after such 
sale, upon satisfactory proof of the 
ownership of said animal sold, duly 
made before the City Recorder. 

The remaining sections of the ordi- 
mance have to do chiefly with dogs. 
Owners. will do well to read up on the 
subject, although the news is not of a 
cheering type. Section 9 says: The 
owner of every dog kept or harbored 
witbin the limits of the city of Pasa- 
dena shall pay for such dog to the City 
Tax Collector the following annual 
license fee, to wit: For every male dog 
one dollar; for every female dog two 
dollars. The said license shall be paid 
invariably in advance before a license 
shall be issued, and all applications for 
license for any dog shall be made to 
the City Tax Collector, and sball be 
accompanied by the license fees herein 
required.“ No dog will be allowed to 
run at large within the city limits 
without a collar on which is inscribed 
the number of its license. Any un- 
licensed dog caught running at large 
will be impounded, and can be re- 
deemed by paying $1, and 10 cents ad- 
ditional for each day’s keeping. If the

The San Gabriel Valley Narrow-
